“ANZAC” WAR HISTORY, 


Official records of Australia’s greatest 
exploits in the war——Gallipoli, Poziéres, 
and Bullecourt, for instance—are meagre 
enough, while many of the incidents in 
which the Australian troops played an um- 
portant . part find no place in official 
archives. Rh we not until July, 1917, 
that the Australian War Department woke 
up to the importance of an official war 
history. In that month Major J. 1. Tre- 
loar was appointed to organise the Aus- 
tralian War [Iecords Section, and his 
accuracy and enthusiasm combined to pro- 
duce a very ample story of the last years 
activities. Mr. C. E. W. Bean had access 
to all the official records; but there is 
really no story of Australia’s early work, 
especially the landing and fighting in 
Gallipoli. For this he had to rely upon 
private diaries and u information re- 
ceived from soldiers at the time and after- 
wards. 

Volume 1—“ The Story of Anzac’’—1s 
the first of the six which are allotted to 
Gallipoli and France. Others will de- 
scribe the other activities of the various 
“ Anzac”’ forces. This volume deals ex- 
haustively with the period from July 30th, 
1914, when the Australian Government was 
first informed of the urgent possibility of 
war, to the early days of May, 1915, when 
the landing at Gallipoli had been achieved 
and consolidated.

French, and that such knowledge of 
science, architecture, art, and literature 
as they wore able to acquire—it was 
but little—was due to their Irish teachers.

The fact is that Mr. Fitzpatrick proves 
too much. It is apparently his view that 
for five or six centuries after the mission 
of Patrick Ireland was the university of 
the neighbouring island, the beacon of 
religion and culture in Europe. He 
grounds these various conclusions on pre- 
mises of the slenderest character or on no 
premises at all save the old device of the 
imaginative historian, “ It must have been 
so.” Thus he declares that “ everywhere 


works of civilised life were superseding 
the futile monotony and disorder olf 
barbarism, Irishmen were themselves 
accomplishing the work or instructing the 
reclaimed English how to do it. In the 
region spreading out like a fan from 


edifices that rivalled the Roman models 
in design and durability.’’ Of this asser- 


however, is evidently determined that her 
sons shall know all about her part in the 
world-fighting.

In zeal 
for learning, in artistic craftmanship, in 
literary activity, in law and in civil order 
they were in advance of the neighbouring 
peoples. But in respect of the comforts 
and amenities of daily life, food, clothing, 
dwellings, and the like they were at muc 

the same stage of development. The real 
claim of the Irish to distinction and pre- 
eminence in ancient times ought to be 
based on their early and universal accept- 
ance of Christianity and their remarkable 
missionary activity in the neighbouring 
island and on the Continent of Europe. 
There is no doubt that from Columcille 
onwards for five or six centuries a stream 
of Christian missionaries issued from Ire- 
land and carried not only Christianity, 
but much useful knowledge besides, that 
helped to civilise the ruder tribes of 
Europe. That great honour belongs to 
this country. 

Irishmen helped to deliver Europe from 
barbarism, but not they alone. Mr. Fitz- 
pas ignores the fact that from the 

tin countries and from the Greek East 
also missionaries went forth in consider- 
able numbers. Anglo-Saxon England, too, 
sent its missionaries to Frisia and Ger- 
many. But it is true that for a consider- 
able period missionaries from Ireland were 
more numerous and enterprising than from 
any other nation. Yet their influence did 
not abide, and the churches and monas- 
teries which they founded departed from 
their rule for reasons that Mr. Fitzpatrick 
ignores. For one thing their efforts were 
sporadic and had not the backing of a 

werful Organisation. For another, 

tic Ohristianity differed considerably 
from that prevalent on the Continent in 
usage and in ecclesiastical constitution. 
In Saxon England the Irish mission main- 
tained its own practice in regard to 
tensure and the date of Easter and other 
ecclesiastical customs, contrary to the 
Roman usage. Thus the Celtic mission- 
aries lost the backing which otherwise they 
would have received from the "Roman See. 

In Northern England, where for a time 
the Christian Church was predominantly 
Irish and looked to Iona, a bitter strife 
arose between the new Roman party and 
the old Celtic party. The quarrel was de- 
cided in 664, at a council held at Whitby, 
in favour of Rome, and thenceforward the 
Irish influence dwindled in all parts of 
England and, later, in Scotland, too. Mr. 
Fitzpatrick is not pleased with Bede, the 
historian, or with Wilfrid, Bishop of 
York, who took the anti-Celtic side in the 
controversy. Wilfnd he ribes as “ but 
one remove from the unwashed savage, 
while the Irish monks who civilised him, 
the leaders of them nearly all of high 
birth, were representatives of the. Celtic 
civilisation that was old and mellow even 
before it was transformed by Christianity.’ 
Mr, Fitzpatrick’s abuse of Wilfrid is in 
accord with the saying, “When in doubt 
abuse the plaintiff.’ The decision that 
annexed regs seas ais ultimately all 
England, to Rome is unwilling to 
cha. .

TERENCE MACSWINEY. 
“The Principles of Freedom,” by 


Terence MacSwiney, late Lord Mayer of 
Cork, who deliberately embraced death as 
a sacritice for his political convictions, will 
make most readers regret his untimely 
end. It is not a profound or impressive 
book, and though the author always suc- 
ceeds in making his meaning clear, his 
style is diffuse and even verbose. Yet it is 
a book which deserves to be read by all 
who would know what manner of men are 
the higher class leaders of Sinn Fin. 
Terence MacSwiney was evidently a man 
of unusual moral and spiritual quality. 
It is somewhat perplexing to find that he 
belonged to the new school of insurrection 
in arms which despised the older methods 
of obtaining political freedom. 

Mr. MacSwiney in the volume before us 
presents a reasoned defence of resistance 
in arms, and, tested by its success, the 
policy that he advocated seems to have 
been justified. Our view is that Irish 
freedom was won not by arms, but as a 
consequence of the world~ situation. Eng- 
land suddenly made up her mind to yield 
the full Lrish demands for self-govern- 
ment, not because she was beaten, but be- 
cause she felt that it was due and that it 
was just, and that it was accordant with 
the world-movement. As regards resist- 
ance in arms we do not dispute that it may 
at times be ethically justifiable. What 
we assert is that the resort to arms can 
hardly be defended if methods of obtain- 
ing freedom are open which do not involve 
the shedding of blood. Moreover, they 
that make use of violence teach the com- 
munity the use of weapons that. will yet 
be turned against themselves. Another con- 
sideration is that, once arms are taken up, 
very dastardly and cruel deeds, not dis- 
tinguishable frem murder, become com- 
mon. The plain fact is that the appeal 
to arms in civil strife tends to demoralise 
the men in arms, and those who abet 
them. It tends to make them |

RECENT FICTION. 
The character study of this novel, iis quietly 
expressed humour, and its true appeal to our 
sympathies must evidently come from a sincere 
summing up of the things of real worth, unaf- 
fected by the attractiveness or no of ex- 
teriors, It is not a Jove tale in the accepted 
sense, but love of one’s kind permeates the 
whole story.

This is a thrilling tale of adventure. the 
scene of which;is laid for the most part in the 
bleak land of Northern Russia in those earlier 
days of the revolutionary terror. An exiled 
Russian, introduced into an English home con- 
sisting of two inexperienced daughters and an 
ambitious father, captivates both girls, and 
finally persuades one of them to elope. The 
fellow is artistic and visionary; but unserupu- 
lous, aml addicted to vodka. He returns to 
Russia, and his wife insists on accompanying 
him. Presently he dies in a Bolshevigt prison. 
and she escapes from Russia, helped by an 
Englishman who appears opportunely upon the 
scene. For the fun, adventure, and profit of 
the thing Tamarest convoys fugitive travellers 
along the snow line between Murmansk and 
Archangel to safety. He is well seconded by a

in Soviet Archangel, and between thém they 
carry the tale to a happy conclusion.

KILLED IN DUBLIN, - 

Sergeant John Cotter, Royal Irish Constaba- 
lary, who was stationed at the Dépdt, Phenix | 
Park, was shot by some mien at rou 
Dublin, shortly after 3 o'clock yesté 
noon, 
ta] at 7.20 o'cloek last. night. ve 

Apparently Sergeant. Cotter had. been 
shadowed by three men—some say five—as he 
walked along the laneway which connects Cabra 
Park, where he lived, end St. Peter’s roed. 
When he reached the corner of the latier road, 
he was fired at, and fell, wounded in the neck 
and in the stomach. Three shots are said to 
have been fired, after which the assailants 
escaped. : 

The priests in St. Peter’s Church, which is 
close to the spot, heard the shots, and rendered 
spiritual comfort to the man, who was found to 
be in a serious condition. He was subsequently 
removed in an ambulance to hospital. 

The place where the shooting took place is a 
much frequented thoroughfare at Phibsborough, , 
and the outrage caused much- consternation 
amongst shopkeepers and people in the ‘vicinity, 
The attackers are stated to have worn trench 
coats and grey caps. fe 

Sergeant Cotter was about 37 years of age, 
and had served for seventeen years in the police 
ferce.. He was married, and had two children. 
He had been residing at Cabra Park since he 
came to Dublin. vious to thet he was 
stationed in North Tipperary, and was in 
charge of Roscaen ‘batracks when it was at- 
tacked about two years ago. He and his men 
put up a strong defence, and it is stated that on 
that oceasion at least three of the attackers 
were kulled. After that Mrs. Cotter, who was 
the teacher of a local school, came to Dublin, 
where she obtained another school, and the 
sergeant shortly afterwards was transferred to 
the Depot at Phenix Park. 


RIOTING IN EGYPT. 


THREE NATIVES SHOT BY 
POLICE. 

Large crowds of natives, led ly extremists 
who are not satisfied with the new status 
offered to Egypt, demonstrated in Cairo and 
Tantah, a suburb, yesterday. 

The Tantah crowd assembled in front of the 
police station and stoned the building. A 
patrol was sent out, but that, too, wae etoned, 
and the police fired a few shote into the air. 

This had no effect, and as the crowd 
very menacing the police fired a volley of ball. 
Three demonstrators were killed and twenty 
wounded. Four policemen were injured. by 
stones.

There is, however, not going to be any 
precipitate action on this subject. It is 
hoped that eventually it may not: be 
needed.

Austen Chamberlain, and it may be 
added, as I hinted yesterday, that, in

Mr. Churchill had to answer a series ol 
questions. in. the House of Commons yes- 
terday concerning» his department’s ex- 
penditare in the Middle East. He ex- 
plained that a ‘sam of £150,000 had been 
provided in the estimates for the. current 
year to meet probable payments toy Arab 
rulers. ‘The Sultan of Nejd (Ibn Sand) 
was to get £5,000 a month and a lump 
gum of £20,000; the King of the Hedjaz 
(Hussein) was to get £5,000 a month from 
August 1, 1921, and a lump sum of 
£20,000 ; and a sum of £10,000 was to he 
distributed among the other rulers.. The 
Sultan of Nejd, however, was the only one 
of those rulers to whom the full amount 
had been paid. King Hussein had not 
fulfilled the conditions which entitled him 
to the monthly subsidy, but of the lump 
sim he had been advanced £18,000. Agree- 
ments had not been made with the other 
rulers, and consequently they had received 
nothing. 

* Mr. Lambert—What are these rulers 
doing with all these large sums of money? 

Mr. Churchill—It is rather a question of 
what they are not doing. As a matter of 
fact, this sum of £150,000 is less than the 
cost of a sinsu': battalion of Indian 
infantry for a year, and during the period 
which this polity has been in force nearly 
fifty battalions have been withdrawn.

Mr. Collins seid that as regarded the question 
pf Ireland's financial obligation or otherwise, 
h was put forward by him, helped by an Ad- 
visory Committee as part of the work of the 
Jrish delegation. A statement of tie British 
tlaim was put forward by the other sitig. These 
wo statements were to be arbitrated upon 
pnder the article in the Treaty. He would not 
hcoept until that arbitration was completed, 
jhe contention that Ireland owed England any 
rontribution either annual or specific. 

He thought that it was unwise for any deputy 
to suggest that they did owe anything. If-he 
had anything to do in advising on the matter, 
supposing the arbitration decided that they 
pwed an annual contribution, he would advise 
that the liability be redeemed at once. Whether 
pr not he would be in a position to give the 
necessary informegtion to the Irish people before 
the general election would depend largely upon 
whether they had the necessary machinery 
working.

She 
pad been told that she could not have the 
matter very much at heart since it had only 
been introduced at the very last moment, She 
ould give an explanation of her action, but 
Sid not want to waste time, and only wanted to 
gay that that conclusion was incorrect. The 
proclamation of the Irish Republic in 1916 
granted Irish women and Irish men equality of 


representation, and she believed that there were’ 


no Irish men or women who did not think that 
these young women should not be excluded. 

Until they had the vote, nobody could say
